When there's raw beef in a man's 
eye, and when he has to write his 
pieces on a mantelpiece, it is reason- 
able to look for utterances which re- 
flect his sorry plight. 

So there they are again, as incor- 
rigible as ever, and as devious as 
usual, but don't let anybody be deceived 
nor perturbed, as the outlandish 
scheme will never start again, and 
neither are we apt to have a i-eport 
(at least, a trustworthy one) from 
that so-called "investigating commit- 
tee" regarding those 700 and more 
blatant forgeries, nor will we ever 
have an explanation as to why the 
three big shots of the merger commit- 
tee took affidavits indicating they were 
not aware that they were dealing with 
a putrid petition, despite their daily 
experience with it for four long years, 
when their own lawyer, after only 
twenty-five minutes' investigation, and 
without any personal knowledge of 
our town, declared that the nasty 
thing reeked with fraud and that he 
would have nothing to do with it. 

Is this the kind of intelligence 
which should have the consummate 
nerve to present itself for community 
leadership and what say you they 
were, fools or knav ;s, for the circum- 
stances make inevitable one thing or 
t'other, a dilemma which cannot be 
sidestepped even by these past masters 
of crafty evasion. 

Last week afforded evidence that 
we desired to keep the penal note out 
of the postmortem, but it is apparent 
that any such decent gestures are far 
'over the head of this queer crew, and 
this is fair notice that they are not 
going to move a single step without 
the closest kind of surveillance.

Report for Last Month Shows 

#107,838 Increase Over 

January, 1935 

11 HOUSES UNDER WAY 

A continuation of the increased 
activity in . . building construction, 
which last year amounted to over one 
million dollars more than 1934, is in- 
dicated in the report for January of 
C. E. Rahn, township superintendent 
of building inspection. 

Permits issued during the month 
totaled thirty-four for work estimated 
to $192,737. This is an increase of 
seven permits and $107,838 in value 
of construction over January, 1935. 

Eleven of tne permits issued were 
for single family dwellings, costing 
$155,815. Eight permits were for 
alterations and additions estimated at 
$20,350. 

Other permits issued were as fol- 
lows: Private garages, 2, $1040; 
business buildings, 2, $7600; repair 
fire damage, 1, $4400; demolishing, 1, 
$50; oil burning equipment, 4, $3092, 
and signs, 5, $390. 

The summary of building by dis- 
tricts shows the most activity in 
Cynwyd, General Wayne, Merion 
Square and Pencoyd. South Ardmore 
and Rosemont were next in order. 

There was comparatively little 
activity in North Ardmore, the Bryn 
Mawr districts, Bala and West Ard- 
more and none in Merion.
